No. 4-SB/PTI/58.— The President hereby directs that with 
effect from the 1st March, 1958, the following further amend- 
ments shall be made in the Post Office Savings Bank Rules, 
1881, namely:— 

I. Rule 12 of the said rules shall be substituted by the 
following:— 

"12. A depositor may withdraw money from his account 
not more than twice a week (from Monday to Satur- 
day, both days inclusive) ptovlded that the total 
amount withdrawn without notice docs not exceed 
Rs, 1,000. A depositor is not prohibited from dosing 
his account in any week in which he has already 
made two withdrawals provided the limit of Rs. 1,000 
for withdrawals during the week is not exceeded. 
For withdrawals in excess of this limit, seven dayf 
prior notice in writing must be furnished to the 
post office. During the period of notice of demand 
withdrawals not exceeding Rs. 1,000 per week shall 
he permitted. 

Exceptions 

1. The above restrictions will not, however, apply where 

the amount withdrawn is requited for immediate 
investment in Government securities including 
National Plan Savings Certificates provided that no 
cash is actually paid out by the Post Office. 

2. Notice will not be required in case of:— 

(a) (i) Withdrawals from Security Deposit accounts 
opened under Rule 45, other than withdrawals by 
depositors of interest on such accounts. 

(ii) withdrawals from School Employees’ Provident Fund 
Accounts opened under Rule 45-A, 

(111) Withdrawals In accordance with the orders of a 
competent Court of Law. 

(b) Notice is not required for the closure of:— 

(i) Security Deposit Accounts opened under Rule 45. 

(ii) School Employees' Provident Fund Accounts opened 
under Rule 45-A. 

(iii) Accounts ordered to be closed In accordance with 

Rule 33. 

(iv) Accounts standing in the names of deceased deposi- 
tors. 

(v) Accounts that are to be closed in accordance with the 
orders of a competent Court of Law," 

II. Note below rule 82 of the said rules shall be deleted.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 4 th February 1958 

No. 4-44/57-Conr, II.— The Government of India have been 
considering the question of giving representation to the 
Andhra Pradesh State on the Indian Central Jute Committee, 
as that State produces the bulk of Mesta, width is largely 
used in the jute Industry, After careful consideration of the 

a uestlon, the Government of India have now decided to amend 
re late Department of Education, Health and Lands Resolu- 
tion No. F. 254/34/A dated the £8th May, 1936 (as amended 
from time to time) in order to provide representation to the 
Andhra Pradesh State. Accordingly, para 3 of the Resolution, 
setting up the Committee, is hereby amended, with immediate 
effect, so as to read as follows:— 

"S. It is desirable that the growers, manufacturers, 
Traders, Members of Parliament anil States should be repre- 
sented on the Indian Central Jute Committee, which will be 
constituted as lolows:— 

(1) Vice-President, Indian Council of Agricultural Rese- 
arch ( Ex-officio President (; 

(2) Agricultural Commissioner with the Government of 
India; 

(3) Four persons to be nominated by the Government of 
India; 

(4) Six representatives to be nominated, respectively by 
the Governments of Andhra Pradesh, Assam, Bihar, 
Orissa, U.P. and West Bengal, to represent their 
Agricultural Departments; 

(5) One representative of the Cooperative movement in 
West Bengal, to be nominated by the Government of 
West Bengal; 

(6) Seven represen tativeg of the jute industry to be elec- 
ted by the following:— 

Two members, to be elected by the Indian Jute Mills 
Association; 

Two members, to be elected by the Indian Chamber of 
Commerce; 

One member, to be elected by the Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce; 

One member, to be elected by the Bengal National 
Chamber of Commerce; 

One member, to be elected by the Bharat Chamber of 
Commerce; 
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which will be registered under the Society’s Registration Act 

of i860. 

Composition and Powers of the Board of Governors. 

2. J he Boaid of Governors shall *be cieateil and supported 
by funds placed at its disposal by the Government. It shall 
consist ol not more than eleven persons including the Chair- 
man, i.e, educational Experts and one representative each of 
the Ministry of Education and Scientific. Research and the 
Ministiy oi Finance, all nominated by the Government of 
India. 

3. Ttie Composition of the Board for the first two years, 
which may be levicwed thereafter, shall be as follows:—

Commission. 

(VII) Shri A. R. Dawood, Deputy Director, All India

4. In the Board of Governors shall be visited full powers 
to conduct business of, and manage the Institute within such- 
rules and regulations as may be framed with the prior appro- 
val of the Government of India. It shall also be entitled to 
take such action as may be necessary for the furtherance of 
the programmes and objects of the Institute. 

Objfcts and Funciions of the Institute. 

5. The objects and functions of the Institute have been 
envisaged as follows:—

(9) Three members o£ Parliament, of whom two shall be 
elected from among themselves by the members of 
the Lok Sabha and one shall be elected from among 
themselves by the members of the Rajya Sabha. 

The tenure of the appointment of the members of the 
Committee, other than those who arc appointed by reason of 
office or appointment they hold, will be three years, with 
effect from 1st April of the year in which they are appointed, 
or such lesser period as may be specified in the letter of appoint- 
ment”. 


(a) To train High School teachers of English, Training-

(f) To train English teachers of other Countries of South 
Asia which may not have made similar provision for 
importing modern methods of teaching foreign 
languages. 

C. The Institute, when established, is likely to receive 
assistance from the 1-oril Foundation or the British Council 
also in the form of instituting professorships or scholarships 
in the Institute.
